The American Numismatic Society- 
Committee on Islamic and South Asian Coins 
First Meeting, 10 April 1976 


The meeting was called to order by Mr. John Slocum, Chairman. Present 
were Messrs. Bacharach, Hebert, MacKenzie, Panish, and Smith, members, 
as well as Messrs. Roy Mottahedeh and Richard Salomon as guests pending 
their election to membership in the Society and appointment to the Committee. 

Mr. Slocum began the meeting with a description of the general aims of 
the Society's reconstitution of the committees and some thoughts on specific 
problems this Committee might take on. Mr. Bates then reported on work in 
the departments, including the experimental reorganization of the Society's 
Umayyad collection by regions, provinces, and mints in place of the older ty¬ 
pological arrangement and on the reordering by volunteer members of the Com¬ 
mittee of our Ottoman, Indian states, and Ksatrapa holdings. He also discussed 
a proposed sale of some Arab-Sasanian duplicates in the A. N. S. collection. 

The discussion then turned to matters of general concern to Islamic and 
South Asian numismatic scholarship. Topics discussed included the task of re¬ 
cording the many hoards currently being imported into the U. S. for sale; pres¬ 
ent and future programs of instruction in Islamic or South Asian numismatics 
at U. S. universities; the problems of communication among numismatists and 
between numismatists and historians; and the need to record and make available 
numismatic resources in North American institutions. 

Two actions were decided upon as first steps in dealing with these problems. 

1) The committee will compile a list of North American scholars, academic and 
amateur, on our fields, with information on their areas of expertise and interest 
and on their current research projects. Mr. Bacharach is to draft a proposed 
questionnaire to be sent out to persons already known to the committee, and 
various avenues of publicity to discover additional names were discussed. 

2) The committee will also compile a directory of North American institutional 
holdings of Islamic and South Asian coins, including the state of organization and 
availability of the material. Mr. Hebert will provide a draft questionnaire for 
this survey, with a preliminary list of institutions to which the questionnaire 
may be sent. 

It is hoped that these two listings will facilitate bringing together institutions 
with unstudied material and scholars who would be willing to classify, organize, 
and perhaps catalogue these holdings to make them utilizable for research. 
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The Committee is to meet again in the early autumn on a date to be de¬ 
termined by the Chairman and Secretary. It was suggested that the annual meet¬ 
ing for 1977 might be held immediately before the A. O. S. meeting in Ithaca 
in late April, so as to facilitate travel by Committee members from the West 
Coast.

Minutes of the first meeting of 
the Standing Committee on Greek Coins 



April 10, 1976 


The first meeting of the newly organized Standing Committee on Greek Coins 
was held on Saturday, April 10 at 10 A. M. In attendance were John D. Leggett, 

Jr., Chairman, Harry W. Fowler, H. Bartlett Wells, Hyla A. Troxell, and 
Nancy M. Waggoner, Secretary. Also present during part of the discussion were 
Margaret Thompson, Chief Curator, and Baldwin Maull. Arthur Houghton sent 
regrets at inability to attend. 

The meeting was called to order by the Chairman. After a statement of the 
Greek department's budget for the current fiscal year, the agenda was covered 
as proposed. Greatest interest centered around the question of forgeries, the 
importance of obtaining information with regard to newly discovered hoards, 
and the proposal to ascertain the existence of previously unknown private col¬ 
lections of Greek coins in the U.S.A. 

It was pointed out that in recent years Beirut has been one important source 
of mint activity for the counterfeiting of Greek coins, with improved techniques 
that make counterfeits increasingly difficult to detect. The desirability of build¬ 
ing up the Society's collection of Greek forgeries for purposes of comparison was 
emphasized, as was our wish to cooperate with the International Bureau for the 
Suppression of Counterfeit Coins, newly created under the auspices of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Professional Numismatists. The first bulletin of the IBSCC, 
containing an article on recent counterfeits of gold staters of Alexander HI was 
brought to the committee's attention. 

With regard to hoards, it was noted that the lack of ample reward to the find¬ 
er on the part of the government in the country of origin, and consequent clan¬ 
destine dispersal of hoard contents too often destroys the historical context and 
with it evidence so important for the dating of Greek coins. It was agreed that in 
these circumstances one can only persevere in the attempt to obtain as comlete 
a record as possible, when new hoards come to our attention. The attempt to 
acquire a complete record of approximately 900 archaic Greek coins from a 
hoard uncovered a few years ago in Egypt was successful, due only to widespread 
international cooperation. The fully illustrated recent publication of this hoard 
by Martin Price of the British Museum and Nancy Waggoner was circulated. The 
annual report of coin hoards, published by the Royal Numismatic Society, prom¬ 
ises to be a useful reference. The first volume has recently appeared and vol¬ 
ume 2 is now in preparation . 


It was decided that greater effort should be devoted to seeking out unknown 
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collections of Greek coins in this country, and to inducing these collectors' in¬ 
terest in the Society. It was suggested that dealers could be a major channel 
for closer contact. 

Major works in progress by the department's curators were reported, as 
well as studies being prepared for press by other members of the Society. 
Margaret Thompson is currently working on the drachm mints of Alexander 
the Great in Asia Minor; Nancy Waggoner is incorporating new material in her 
study of Alexander's mint at Babylon; and Orestes Zervos is completing his 
work on the satrapal coinage of Ptolemy I. Hyla Troxell's study of the coinage 
of the Lycian League is now ready for the press, and Fred Kleiner's investi¬ 
gation of the early Pergamene cistophori will soon appear in the next volume 
of the Society's Museum Studies. While the desire was expressed to see more 
rapid publication of the Greek collection, it was noted that our goal of one Syl- 
loge volume a year is, so far, on schedule, with the recent appearance of the 
third volume prepared by Hyla Troxell, and the fourth, on Arabia and Palestine, 
in preparation by Jaakov Meshorer of the Israel Museum in Jerusalem. 

Following the business meeting, committee members were invited into the 
vault to view new accessions, a few pieces from our forgery trays, and coins of 
special interest to individual members. 

The meeting was adjourned at 1 2 noon, after the decision to hold the second 
committee meeting this coming Fall.

The first meeting of the standing committee on mediaeval and early mod¬ 
ern coins took place on Saturday, 10 April, at 11 A.M., in the library annex 
of the ANS, with Mrs. Nor web presiding, and the full committee of six and the 
secretary present. 

After introducing themselves and briefly stating their specialties, mem¬ 
bers heard a brief account of the obsolete committees and a brief prospectus 
for the new one. 

In a general discussion, the chairman stressed two points above others: 

(1) the utility of having available at the ANS exact records of outstanding spec¬ 
imens in private collections, and (2) the desirability of a complete catalogue of 
the ANS collection. A pooled inventory is a great boon to scholarship. 

On the first point, members were invited to submit inventories of their 
own collections. It was noted that some coins available in the trade at moder¬ 
ate prices might have unusual interest because of the combination of mint and 
moneyer (as in the English field), or because of other discriminants (as in 
Florentine gold). The possibility was mentioned of publishing short notices of 
new findings in a Newslette r now being contemplated by the director. 

On the second point, the current procedure of accessioning and storing 
coins was discussed. In some cases (less common in this than in other fields), 
a new accession must be entered without complete catalogue data, since the 
coin itself is the raw material of scholarship. Reference was made to the in¬ 
ventory system used by the British Museum. (The same matter arose in an¬ 
other committee and Miss Thompson was asked to make a preliminary inquiry 
during her visit to London in late April. ) Clearly the subject will be of interest 
to every committee. 

Shortage of time did not allow discussion of many of the topics in the draft 
agenda, and the meeting concluded at noon. 

Since I can count on seeing almost all the members informally between 
now and the end of the summer, I look forward to any discussion of topics not 
yet covered. We might find it useful to meet again as a group in October or 
November.

Standing Committee or. Roman and Byzantine Coins 
Meeting of April 10, 197b 


The first meeting of the newly-constituted Standing Committee on 
Roman and Byzantine ( oins was opened at 10 A. M. by Roger Hornsby, 
Chairman, with all members present. Mr. Metcalf gave a brief history 
of the Standing Committees, outlining the considerations which led to 
alteration of those sections of the Constitution and By-Laws relating to 
committees. He noted that the responsibilities of the new committees 
now included advice on specific needs and problems; recommendation of 
ways and means of improving the collection; and promoting public aware¬ 
ness of the objectives and achievements of the ANS. 

These three topics consumed the remainder of the discussion. Com¬ 
mittee members commented on various weaknesses in the collection. Mr. 
Schonwalter noted that the collection had always been weak in imperial 
bronze, and was seconded by Mr. Brilliant. Committee members were 
given a copy of the coin purchase budget for fiscal 1973-1976, and Mr. 
Metcalf noted the difficulty of systematic acquisition in today's market. 

He noted the recent establishment of the Gale fund for the purchase of 
Roman coins, which might increase the department's future allocations. 
Mr. Hersh suggested further sale of duplicates, especially aes grave of 
which the ANS has a superfluity. He further suggested that some European 


dealers would be happy to help improve the collection in specific areas; 
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he was seconded by Mr. Bedoukian who noted that many dealers prefer the 
stability and prestige a long-term relationship with a museum confers. 

The discussion turned to promotion of the ANS's aims and achieve¬ 
ments. It was suggested that the ANS should take a more active role in 
fostering interest in numismatics at the university level. Mr. Hornsby 
and Mrs. Cody noted that they were able to teach numismatics only in¬ 
frequently; Mr. Brilliant said that Columbia University was interested in 
establishing a course in Roman numismatics but did not have the funds to 
do so immediately. 

Mr. Brilliant suggested that the ANS might take advantage of the renewed 
interest in publication of ancient material reflected by the Iconographical 
Lexicon and the Corpus of Roman Sculpture, and investigate the possibil¬ 
ity of publishing college and university collections in the United States. 

The Columbia collection of Republican coins was suggested, since it is 
broad and of good quality and funds might be available from the University. 
Mr. Brilliant noted that the university's Committee on Art Properties 
might be receptive to a proposal to lend the collection to the ANS for a 
specified period (e.g. five years) to permit cataloguing with a view to¬ 
ward eventual publication. It was the sense of the meeting that such a pro¬ 
posal should be made by Council to the Committee on Art Properties at 
the committee's September meeting. 

It was further suggested that a survey be taken of approximately 100 
colleges and universities to determine which had collections of Roman 
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or Byzantine coins. Mr. Sullivan offered to provide postage and secre¬ 
tarial help, and Mr. Metcalf was appointed to assemble a list and draft 
a letter to be sent to the colleges before the end of this academic year. 

Mr. Brilliant further suggested that some form of flyer might be 
inserted in trade publications to draw the attention of collectors and 
dealers to the museum and its functions. 

Mr. Hersh suggested Fred Knobloch and Mr. Hornsby suggested 
Kevin Hebert as possible new members of the committee. Mr. Metcalf 
proposed to write Mr. Knobloch, who served on the old standing commit¬ 
tee. 

The next meeting of the committee was scheduled for 10 A.M. No¬

I want to thani^all of you for your attendance, interest 
and enthusiasm on M&jr lOth. This letter will sum up some of 
the points discussed and will make a few arrangements for the 
future. 

Jeremiah Brady has agreed to give us a tour of the medals and 
decorations collection on Saturday, June 12th, at 10 o'clock. 

I would suggest that at its conclusion we go to a place nearby 
for lunch and hold an informal discussion on the matters that 
particularly interest us. 

The following are matters of special concern: 

1. Membership on the Committee: a suggestion has 
been made that we add an artist and/or an academic 
art historian. 

2. Borrowing: it has been suggested that long and short 
term borrowing be looked into, especially from the 
Metropolitan Museum and from Europe. We should pool 

our knowledge as to just what is/may be available, 
for what purposes we would do the borrowing, and how 
it might be exhibited and made generally available. 

Members are invited to submit specific proposals for 
the committee to consider. 

3. Sharing and lending out: how much of this has been 
done in the past? Do potential borrowers know in fact 

of the range and particular excellences of our collection? 

4. Publicity and Donation: What can be done to 
publicize the Society's interest in and commitment to 
medals and decorations? What steps can be taken to 
encourage donations and bequests? Several suggestions 
were made about appeals to governments and institutions: 
it would be appreciated if a list of potential donors 
could be drawn up and a tentative plan of approach 
outlined. And what might we do to encourage individual 
collectors and holders? 
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5. Cataloguing of our collection: some of the advantages 
and problems of this procedure were discussed. In 
particular the costs, the personnel, and the desired 
method(s) of cataloguing need to be carefully outlined. 

Undoubtedly these topics are too many for a single tour and 
luncheon: the Committee will have more than enough to keep it 

busy in the near future. One matter scarcely brought up at our 
meeting concerns the amounts available to purchase medals and 
decorations and how in the past this money has been spent. The 
tour on June 12th will give us an opportunity to learn about the 
strengths and weaknesses of our collection and where recent 
purchases have been made.

Standing Committee, dealing with items from the Seventeenth Century to the present, except 
for eastern cultures. 

A project which the proposed new committee could undertake is the preparation of abstracts 
of books and articles published in North America on any numismatic subject. These 
abstracts would be done for the Society's publication. Numismatic Literature , which has 
acquired international acceptance and which brings the Society much prestige. Items 
published on North American subjects are quite extensive and cover a wide range of 
material. Thus far, no one has been found for that particular abstracting function. The 
abstracting work could be divided among individual committee members, thus not demanding 
too much input by any one individual. If North American subjects are published outside 
North America, then those could be sent to our committee for abstraction. Items pub¬ 
lished in North America on subjects other than North American numismatics may not be 
within the ken of committee members and could be referred back to the editor for assign¬ 
ment to others. 

ANS abstracting is customarily limited to books and articles of scholarly quality, and 
this discretionary selection can best be exercised by the sound judgment of knowledge¬ 
able individuals, such as those serving on our committees. As editor, Ms. Brady would 
continue to review all abstracts submitted. 

I feel that such a committee project would increase personal satisfaction of the parti¬ 
cipants, would further encourage numismatic study and writing, and help maintain ANS 
as a major clearing house for numismatic information. 

I will appreciate knowing how you feel about combining the committees and undertaking 
the project outlined above. Suggestions as to additional committee members are welcome, 
as are suggestions for other committee projects. I look forward to hearing from you.

PROPOSAL TO CREATE A COMMITTEE ON MODERN CO INACE AND CURRENCY 


Drastic reforms are needed to make the Standing Committees on Modern and 
Hemisphere Coins function in the way Council intended in its 1976 reorganization 
o! (lie Standing Comm It tees. Members of llieuo committees must establish goals 
for their groups, goals which will insure the continued interest and partici¬ 
pation of the membership and which will benefit the Society as a whole. 

Before any of this can be effected the very makeup of the committees 
must be changed. At present there are two committees, one with too few members, 
the other with too many. Their membership is scattered across the country; 
since participation on the committees, while appointive, is voluntary and no 
travel, expenses are reimbursed, no one can be compelled to travel several 
hundred miles to attend a meeting. To effect meaningful reform, ^ree changes 
are proposed: 

1) Merge the two committees . The Modern Committee is small, for good reason. 
There are very few American collectors who specialize in modern but non-Western- 
Hemispheric coins. Most people collect in both areas, and their interests tend 
to focus on the United States. Merging the two committees into one all-embracing 
Committee on Modern Coinage and Currency (a title which recognizes the impor¬ 
tance of paper money in the modern period) would merely acknowledge the obvious 
and remove an arbitrary and artificial barrier. 

2) Re-exami ne criteria for membership . The two moribund committees face a 
common problem: most of the members live far from New York and seldom visit 
the city. While some joint projects can be conducted by correspondence, it 
would be desirable to have a core of members who can be counted on to attend 
meetings where matters of mutual concern are discussed. A committee member who 
consistently cannot attend meetings is no member at all, and it should be made 
clear that active participation is the principal criterion for continued 
membership. 

3) Change the membership.

The subject matter to be covered may be on any 
aspect of numismatics, provided it was first published in the United States or 
Canada. 

In pursuit of these goals, it was further decided that a list of important perio¬ 
dicals, those containing potential articles for abstraction, be prepared. 
Members will find this list appended to the Minutes; it is suggested that they 
choose several periodicals which they see routinely for which to be responsible, 
indicating their choices to Ms. Carter, in care of the Society. Those journals 
which are not chosen by any of our members will be "farmed out" in an 
equitable fashion. Those which are selected by more than one member will be 
assigned to one member with an eye toward catching earlier but worthwhile 
articles for abstraction, members are urged to peruse their periodicals from 
the beginning of 1977 to the present, checking in Numismatic Literature and 
with Ms. Carter as to whether or not articles have already been abstracted. 

For articles published since January 1980, it may be assumed that no abstracts 
have been prepared. It was made clear that only articles of quality should be 
selected by members and that the editor has the final word on inclusion.

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Commentary on Selection of ANS Fellows 

I believe that any past informal policy of excluding professional 
numismatic dealers from the category of ANS Fellows should be changed. 

If an associate member performs a service to numismatics, engages in numis¬ 
matic scholarship, encourages ANS activities or participates in ANS activities, 
then these qualities should be evaluated as a basis for being elected 
as a Fellow. Any professional dealer must naturally have a fine reputation 
of long standing to cover basic requirements, but otherwise should be 
judged in my opinion on qualities just as any non-professional person. 

Great care has been and must continue to be exercised to avoid 
any conflict of interest situations between professional dealers and ANS, 
as well as between any member and ANS so no new problem of that nature is 
created. 

I realize that a member of Council should not be a professional 
numismatic dealer because that definitely could give rise to conflicts of 
interest involving gifts to and acquisitions by ANS as well as dispositions 
by ANS. 

Perhaps the total number of ANS Fellows should be adjusted upward 
to accommodate those qualified*as numismatics has grown extensively through¬ 
out the world. Naturally there should be caution to see that the number 
of professional dealers does not create an imbalance. I do not feel that 
a group of dealers who might be Fellows would gang up to submit a nomina¬ 
tion for an unqualified member for Fellowship status. 

Certain American professional dealers from my point of view (for 
example Catherine Bullowa Moore, the Stacks, Q. David Bowers, Abe Kosoff, 
Richard Picker and others) have done more than enough for numismatics and 
for ANS to be reviewed for Fellowship status. Many foreign dealers also 
have. Admittedly those not selected as Fellows might complain, but an 
ongoing program of selection of Fellows so as to include professional 
dealers would abate any present complaint to a great extent and sustain 
the respect for one who is elected a Fellow. 

As to normal election of Fellows, any discrimination in favor 
of "old age" seems unjustified. When over a reasonable period of years 
a associate member has demonstrated qualities for election as a Fellow, 
then there should be no delay in being elected.
